Fine Arts Press once flourished 


High quality book printing was taught at SAC; 
students’ publications have priceless value today

Few people remember that SAC was once the home of the 
renowned “Fine Arts Press,” founded by Thomas E. 
Williams in the fall of 1925. 

“Back in the 1930s, the ‘Santa Ana Fine Arts Press,’ under 
the guidance of Williams, published a number of historic 
books in fine typographic settings, which due to their 
uniqueness, are of priceless value today,” informs Herbert 
Hoffman, librarian at the Nealley Library. 

Hoffman is the custodian of the library’s famous book 
collection, which includes 15 of the approximately 40 works 
printed by Williams and his students in the Santa Ana 
Junior College (the school’s name then) printshop. 

As Hoffman continued, “Within this collection are the 
famous books ‘Caminos Viejos,’ ‘Shadows of Old 
Saddleback,’ ‘Navaho Weaving’ and ‘Chinigchinich,’ the 
book that brought the Fine Arts Press the widest acceptance 
and contains some of the most beautiful colored prints.” 

Richard D. Curtiss, in his book Thomas E. Williams and 
the Fine Arts Press, described Chinigchinich as the first 
book to provide Williams with the recognition he had sought 
from his peers since leaving his native Missouri. 

The basic text of Chinigchinich is a reprint of Alfred 
Robinson’s translation of Father Geronimo Boscana’s 
description of the Indians around San Juan Capistrano 
which first appeared in print in 1846. 

It concerns the origin, customs and traditions of the 
Acagchemem tribe inhabitating the region between present- 
day Los Angeles and San Onofre in Southern California. 

Regarding the typography of Chinigchinich, there are 
only a small number of Williams’ books that could transcend 
its quality, Hoffmann believes. Within this book, a number

of multi-colored prints were used which were cut from 
Linoleum blocks. The maps and charts were hand drawn. 

As Hoffmann further expounded: “Each of the books 
published by the Fine Arts Press is a rarity in its style and 
design.” 

Richard D. Curtiss described Williams asa craftsman ofa 
different sort who would engender his own unique influence. 
His successful experience within the printing and publishing 
fields were derived from experimentation and a desire for 
excellence and not from the traditional years of professional 
training undergone by most craftsmen. 

Under Williams’ direction, students were given a very 
thorough introduction to and preparation in the basics v* 
printing.

supervision by 1927 and regularly turned out no less than 
four weekly newspapers, two yearbooks, an assortment of 
manuals and school catalogues, two school literary 
magazines, the posters and tickets for all school functions 
and all the printed material required by the Santa Ana 
District Board of Education. 


In 1930, he decided to publish books in the attempt to 
revive the style of the fine old masters like Benjamin 
Franklin, who he greatly admired. 

Assisted by his printing students, he published his first 
book Caminos Viejos in 1930. It was an overwhelming 
success and Williams’ recognition grew with each 
subsequent publication until his services were sought by 
bibliophiles, libraries and private collectors around the 
globe. 

Another publication was a multi-volume set, the Orange 
County History Series, printed for the Orange County 
Historical Society. 

The dark red Ravenna paper over-boards and the heavy 
canvas spine proved to be significant improvements over 
previously used bindings and the work was another example 
of Williams’ capacity for learning through experience and 
experimentation. The layout, design and typography were 
worthy illustrations of his merits as both instructor and 
printer. 

It was not until Chinigchinich that Williams first 
introduced the “Fine Arts Press” imprint. Until this time, he 
had used three different variations. 

The first read, “Press of the Santa Ana High School and 
Junior College;” the second “Press of the Santa Ana Junior 
College,” and the third, “Santa Ana Junior College Press.”

There was no question that the publications printed by the press were a 
financial success for the student body, while providing the school district 


with substantial recognition in newspapers and technical journals 


throughout the county. 


In 1942, disputes between local, commercial printers and the school 
came to the surface. The printers were interested in protecting and 
increasing their markets and received strong backing from a local 
newspaper owner, R. C. Hoiles, publisher of the Santa Ana Register. 

Hoiles, in his editorials, condemned the public, compulsory school 
system as opposed to the doctrine of a voluntary society, but never 
singled out the school press or named Williams as being the exclusive 


target. 


However, Hoiles’ influence was sufficient, along with that of the local 
printers to obtain the discontinuance of book printing by the school in 
1942 and the total elimination of the printing department in 1951. 

Because of time considerations, money and patience, the commercial 
printers have never been able to publish books in the style established by 
the old masters of the 15th and 16th century. 

Thus, Williams’ work will always serve to exemplify him as a unique 
and extraordinary craftsman of his trade. 

The establishment of a new campus printshop in 1971 offers an 


opportunity to students and qualified instructors to potentially revive the 
Fine Arts Press and continue Williams’ work.

Influx of Indochinese to OC 
affecting SAC plans, facilities

Indochinese refugees are coming into Orange 
County at the rate of about 1,600 per month and 
Santa Ana College is working to help them adjust to 
life in the U.S. 

Sunny Laub, who is coordinator of the RSCCD 
Indochinese Project, stated, “The whole thrust of our 
program is to get them off welfare and into a self- 
sustaining way of life.” 

The demand for this kind of service to Indochinese 
refugees is increasing. C. Lee Ford, dean of Humani- 
ties, indicated, “Certainly immigrant students are 
going to have to be figured in as a major part of our 
growth plan.” President Bill Wenrich feels the 
situation will have a short term effect on SAC for the 
next four or five years. 

One example of how the influx of the refugees is 
affecting the school can be observed in the 
construction that will take place next week on the 
fourth floor of Dunlap Hall. Two offices in the 
northwest corner of the building, which were former- 
ly occupied by English instructors, are going to be 
modified to accommodate the Indochinese Project 
staff. ast 

“We need office space to house a staff of four,” Ford 
explained. “Also it had to be set up with an outside 
entrance to handle all the traffic.” 

Laub stated that at times refugees waiting to be 
processed through her office would be “lined up 
halfway around the building.” This caused a traffic 
problem at the end of a hallway which has several 
other teachers’ offices coming off from it. 

Ford said the project would probably be completed 
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next week and that it would cost around $200. But this 
changed is only one way in which SAC is being affected 
by the migration of Indochinese to the area. 

The Humanities Dean related, “We will gradually 
be having more of the teaching staff -- and not just 
English teachers -- moving into the ESL (English asa 
Second Language) program.” 

Laub described the role the district plays in aiding 
the Indochinese into becoming self-sufficient. She 
said individuals are referred to her office by the 
Orange County Human Services Agency, which is 
under the state Department of Social Services, and the 
Catholic Immigration and Resettlement Agency. 
These groups assess a_ refugee’s ability to 
communicate in English and/or obtain employment. 

“If they have at least three years of schooling in their 
native land, then they can come to us for the ‘survival 
English’ program,” Laub said. 

“If they can be sent straight into a job,” informed 
Laub, “they will not be referred to us for instruction.” 

She also emphasized the cost-effectiveness of 
programs in the county for aiding the refugees could 
turn out to be a mode! method of providing services. 
She added that government officials would be 
observing the consortium of agencies in O.C. that are 
involved in processing the Indochinese refugees 
(including the RSCCD). There is no duplication of 
services. 

Laub stated that the budget for the district 
Indochinese project from Sept. 1, 1979 through Sept. 
30, 1980 would be $466,951 with most of the money 
coming from state funds. 
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SAC Foundation’s aim 
Is scholarship awards

To accept, sell, borrow and invest are only a few of the powers that 
have been granted to the Santa Ana College Foundation, a non-profit 
organization, whose major concern is providing for the students. 

Founded in 1968, the foundation is today, with a new board of 
governors, intensifying its original purposes with much more effort. 

“A group of prominent Santa Ana citizens has joined with SAC 
administrators,” Lee Dryden, president, Faculty Association, 
commented, “and are closely associated with the college’s primary 
functions to raise money for students.” 

“The foundation has focused on scholarships and small projects that 
taxpayers may not be able to pay for,” Dr. Bill Wenrich, SAC president, 
said. 

Dr. Richard Sneed, vice-president of Academic Affairs, agrees with 
Wenrich in saying that “there is a lot of money available for students who 
meet the criteria. We want to reward a student who achieves, making it 
easier for that student to ge to school.” 


The money, according to Stewart Case, director of Public Affairs, is 
acquired through contributions, donations and fund-raising programs. 

“It really is a matter of voluntary people,” Richard Sneed, vice- 
presi@ent of Academic Affairs, noted. “We encourage people to leave 
money in their wills.” Also, he explained, large firms will sometimes 
match donations with the company. 


Packets of material are sent out to alumni groups and other 
organizations requesting that they contribute to this foundation. “We 
send out information on the foundation to set up tax deductible funds,” 
Dryden explained. If people wish to donate money toa specific area, such 
as music, art or athletics, they may do so. 


Although the foundation has cash assets in excess of $70,000, 
according to Sylvia Dolan all funds are not available for scholarships. 

“A total of $23,450 is restricted to disbursement of interest earned on 
the amount only. Based on the expenditures for the prior fiscal year, a 
total of $5,200 was granted for scholarships,” she explained. “On the 
average this figure fluctuates between $5,000 and $7,000 annually.” 

She also noted that the scholarships granted are based on clearly 
defined guidelines established by the donor. “Some are based on ethnic 
background while others are based on specific fields of endeavor.” 

The foundation, besides awarding scholarships in areas of excellence, 
sometimes use the donations for school needs such as books, library 
equipment, planetarium equipment, and the new student center, 
according to Case. 

Case feels that the foundation really needs to be more active to 
accomplish its goals. 

But Sneed commented, “I think the foundation has done well, but all of 
us feel that we could doa great deal more. Under the leadership of Lester | 
Van Tatenhove, judge of the Superior Court, and Dr. Bill Wenrich | 
think we will.” 

Wenrich has already proposed that the foundation meet quarterly 
whereas they used to meet bi-yearly. He also suggested that specific 
projects should be worked on to gain specific goals. 

Optimistically, Sneed said, “I think we’re really getting on the move.” 


In an attempt to inform SAC students and faculty of the people who 
want to be policy-makers for the campus, el DON invited all candidates 
to write letters and explain who they are.

The original planned system of 
electing retired academic teachers 
to the Board of Trustees has been 
degenerated into a secret political 
grab-bag. Exceedingly low 
compensation of Trustees has 
resulted in a lack of ‘suitable 


candidates. Trustees are still paid 
$40 a month for four hours a 
month attendance at board meet- 
ings, same as they were paid 50 
years ago. The laborer is worthy of 
his hire and he will seek other 
means of compensation if he is 
denied it. 

Failure of the Trustees, who 
hold full time paid jobs outside 
SAC, to accept their responsibility 
as supervisors has resulted in the 
President making all decisions and 
the Trustees acting as figureheads. 
That is how centralized 
Management was established at 
SAC,-.contrary to the Trustees’ 
oath of office. 

Urgent Changes Recommended: 

I. Assign the seven Trustees to 
seven specific areas for review and 
report of operations quarterly and 
annually. 

2. Split off “continuing educa- 
tion” as a separate college with 
separate administration and 
president, subject only to RSCCD 
chairman. Plan Orange college 
same way. - 

3. Conduct annual public fund- 
raising activity for building fund to 
replace annual transfer of $1.5 
million from General Operating 
Fund to Building Fund. 

4. Require special investigation 
of 1975 report prepared by 
Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges. This report failed to 
discover the arbitrary supression 
by the Trustees, President and 
Dean of Academic Affairs, of a 
new subject: Psychiatry of the 
Universe (thought patterns) and 
Psychology of Soul Identity 
(behavior). 

5. Introduce radio and TV 
broadcasting courses in journalism 
and entertainment classes. 

6. Introduce Space Energy pro- 
grams to relate students to the 
universe and its modus operandi.

Santa Ana and Mt. SAC are expected to be in the passing lane 
tomorrow night at the Santa Ana Bowl. 

A large portion of this latest episode of the freeway series will take 
place above the gridiron as two throwin’ quarterbacks, the Dons’ Chris 
Gragnano and Mike Hohensee of Mt. SAC, will be directing traffic. 

“They’re a good football team,” said SAC coach Tim Mills of his rival. 
“Their quarterback gets the job done. They also have good receivers,” he 
continued. 

Well, last weekend the Dons “got the job done,” as JC football had one 
of its finest hours at Fullerton High School’s stadium. 

Both Santa Ana and Fullerton moved the ball well. When 
quarterbacks Gragnano and Dave Wilson weren’t passing over each 
other’s defenses, running backs Darryl Smith and Tony Bushala were 
scampering through them. 

But the two old rivals chose different halves to dominate the match as 
SAC escaped witha 21-19 squeaker, pushing the Dons’ overall record to 
6-1, and leaving them with a 2-1 SCC mark. Mesa still holds a one-game 
edge over Santa Ana and Grossmont in the leave standings. 

The Dons gathered all of their points in the first half. Immediately after 
a multitude of SAC’s defenders pounced on Hornet Rick Angrosi in his 
own end zone for a safety, the Dons marched right back fora TD and a 8- 
0 lead. 

Sophomore Bob Verburg executed his patented draw play for the 32- 
yard score. The El Modena graduate ended up with 77 yards in 10 carries. 

Verburg was running and blocking in place of Carl Pope, who injured 
his ankle in practice the previous Tuesday. “He'll be able to play next 
week,” stated Mills. 

SAC added two more six-pointers in the prosperous first half. Lonnie 
Thomas was on the receiving end of a 56-yard halfback pass from Darryl 
Smith and a 10-yard lob toss into the corner by Gragnano. 

The Gragnano-Wilson passing exhibition had begun. “Chris had an 
outstanding game. It was his best game at SAC,” Mills said. 

Santa Ana trotted off to the locker room with a 21-9 lead. But Mills 
remarked on the second half’s performance, “I felt that we could have 
moved the ball more. But we scored so much in the first half. It’s hard to 
keep the momentum.”. 

Wilson, the SCC’s top passer, guided his troops toa Dan Worthington 
field goal and a touchdown by Bushala that closed the gap to 21-19. The 
Hornet signal-caller connected on 23 of 42 aerials. 

Fullerton kept pursuing a game-winning score in Don territory late in 
the fourth quarter. Fortunately for the visitors, interceptions by SAC’s 
Brian Boyer and Nat Bradley stung the Hornets. 

Still, it took a wide field goal attempt from 35 yards out off Worthing- 
ton’s foot with 18 seconds left for the Dons to finally ground the Hornets. 

Smith, a member of the SCC’s top team in total offense, galloped 86 
yards on 28 plays. Mills said, ““He’s been a pleasant surprise. We didn’t 
know how good he was going to be.” 

Mills forecast the future “If we lose another game, we’re out of it. We’re 
in a pressure cooker.”
